An Intruder 
Choked Her 


Found Unconscious At Her 
Merrill Ave. Home And 
Sent To Hospital 

While her six-year old daugh¬ 
ter slept soundly in an adjoining 
room, and her watchdog failed 
to warn her of approaching 
danger, a man as yet unidenti¬ 
fied, entered the home of Mrs. 
Evelyn Parsons at 176 Merrill 
avenue, Monday night and choked 
her into insensibility when she 
told him she had no money. 

Mrs. Parson was found lying 
unconscious on her kitchen floor 
by her sister Loraine Ray who 
returned from a moving picture 
show at midnight. She was taken 
to St. Lukes Hospital suffering 
from shock, a superficial head 
scratch, and a reddened abrasion 
on her throat from the braided 
dog leash which the intruder 
used in choking her. 

According to Mrs. Parson's 
story she was seated in her 
living room, darning, when she 
looked up to see a man standing 
in the kitchen. Asked what he 
wanted he mumbled “money," 
and when she said she had none, 
choked her. She further states 
that a watch, ring and small 
amount of money are missirife 
from the house. Because of the 
quickness of the attack, Mrs. 
Parsons says she was unable to 
describe her assailent beyond 
stating that he was over six feet 
and apparently around 40 years 
of age. Though still feeling the 
effect of shock, she was suffi¬ 
ciently recovered to return to 
her home Tuesday. 

On November 23 last year, 
Mrs. Parson told police she was 
called to the door by a man 
representing himself as a sales¬ 
man. After gaining admission, 
she said he drew an automatic 
pistol, and said “I'll take all your 
money.” She gave him $1.80, 

| after which he advised her not 
to call the police, threatening to 
return and take her daughter 
Lou Ann. He then ran from the 
house and jumped into a waiting 
car. 

Mrs. Parson, who is an under¬ 
graduate nurse, her sister, and 
small daughter have lived here 
for some time. Her husband, 
Walter Parsons, who is employed 
in defense work at Fresno, made 
a hurried trip south on Tuesday.

SIERRA MADRE BOY IN 
HAWAII SENDS FIRST DIRECT 
WORD OF PEARL HARBOR ATTACK 


Soldiers Thought Murder¬ 
ous Blitz Practice Of 
Their Own Forces 

First word to reach here di- 
sectly from Honolulu since the 
bombing of Pearl Harbor arrived 
this week when Mr. apd l#rs. 
James Vieira of 487 Woodland 
arive received a letter from their 
sen, Private Robert L. Vieira, 
who Is stationed at Schofield 
barracks with the 24th headquar¬ 
ters division, artillery. 

The letter was written Decem¬ 
ber 9, two days after the bomb¬ 
ing, and postmarked on Decem¬ 
ber 12. It came by Clipper mail 
reaching here on regular sched¬ 
ule though opened and released 
by the I.C.D.. It follows; 

• Dear folks: 

“Just a line to let you know 
”m all right. It’s not anywhere 
near as bad as what you prob¬ 
ably heard. 

“I was finishing breakfast 
Sunday morning when we heard 
planes diving and then explo¬ 
sions, so I knew it was bombs 
but thought our planes were just 
practicing, (about five bombs at 
a time), then we heard them div¬ 
ing on our barracks and machine 
guns cracking and thought they 
were using blanks to get us used 
to it until we heard slugs splat¬ 
tering around us and realized the 
planes had red wings and a 
couple of our men got hit. 

"All that was going on for 
about 10 minutes and we still 
didn’t believe it was a real at¬ 
tack until a sergeant came run¬ 
ning and said it was the real 
thing and that Wheeler field was 
bombed. (That's about 2'i mlfca 
from us.) Then our battefy com¬ 
mander came and told ul to draw 
our pistols, automatic rifles, and 
Springfields, or anything we 
could get hold of. 

“Well that’s about all there is 
to tell except that during Sun¬ 
day night they tried to bomb 
Pearl Harbor some more, but 
aside from that nothing else has 
happened here. And there is very 
little chance, if any, of them get¬ 
ting in here. 

“Well you won’t hear from me 
much so don’t worry, because if 
anything does happen to me you 
will be notified by the authorities 
so no news Is good news. Don’t 
worry, and if I go down It will 
be with my boots on. So here’s 
wishing you Merry Christmas 
and love to all.—BOB.” 

Young Vieira has been sta¬ 
tioned at Pearl Harbor for five 
months, and was one of the first 
Sierra Madreans to go to the 
Islands with the U.S. Military 
forces. He now ranks as a pri¬ 
vate first class, with a specialist 
rating for radio.

Local Youth 
Admits Many 
Robberies 


Apprehended At Salinas 
For Burglaries Here And 
In Coast Towns 

Bent on continuing a career 
of crime thou? O' p- ' atioc 
from the Juvenile Court, a 14- 
year old Sierra Madre boy whose 
name is being witheld faces a 
severe court sentence following 
arrest for a series of robberie 5 
here and in Glendora and Santa 
Barbara. 

The boy was taken from a 
train at Salinas, after robbing a 
home and a drug store in Santa 
Barbara, and returned to that 
city where he was held for Chief 
of Police Gordon McMillan, who 
brought him back to Los Angeles 
Tuesday. 

He and a 16 year old friend 
from Pasadena on December 15 
entered the homes of Agnes Wal¬ 
cott, 10 Vista Circle; Clement 
May, 629 Alta Vista drive; 
Gladys L. Whitman at 621 Alta 
Vista Drive and Benjamin 
Grammel at 669 Slurtevant drive. 
In each instance they took ar¬ 
ticles and money with the excep¬ 
tion of the Walcott home, which 
was thoroughly ransacked, though 
nothing was reported missing. 

On the following day they 
made a trip to San Bernardino 
committing a robery at Glendora 
en route. The Sierra Madre boy 
then returned to Los Angeles 
and went to Santa Barbara, 
where he entered a home and 
stole a .25 calibre revolver, 
which he had in his possession 
when he later robbed a drug 
store. 

He was traced by Santa Bar¬ 
bara police through the railroad 
ticket oftice, and apprehended as 
the train pulled into Salinas. His 
companion was arrested in San 
Bernardino and placed In the 
juvenile tank at. the county jail. 
Charges have been filed against 
both youths who have confessed 
to the robberies. The Sierra 
Madrean is being held at Juvenile 
hall for trial. 

All stolen articles and part of 
the money have been recovered 
by Sierra Madre police.

Confidential 

Enlistments For Local 
Company Still Being Ac¬ 
cepted At City Hall 

Following the policy of the 
War Department, the state ad¬ 
jutant general’s office today an¬ 
nounced that all matters pertain¬ 
ing to mobilization, troop move¬ 
ments, destination, and numerical 
strength of the California State 
Guard will henceforth be con- 
si <ered as confidential. 

Cooperating with this order, 
Lt. Arthur Embree states that 
ro information will be given re¬ 
garding activities of Sierra 
Madre’s provisional company, 
which two weeks ago was called 
out for its first guard duty. 

Enlistments are still being 
taken at the city hall where 24 
hour duty is maintained. For the 
information ot prospective en¬ 
listees Lt. Embree states: "The 
California State Guard Is CaJt- 
fomia’s home defense and was 
officially authorized at the De¬ 
cember 1940 special session of 
the State legislature following of¬ 
ficial authorization by the Con¬ 
gress of the United States. The 
Governor is the coramander-in- 
chief with sole power to mobilize 
the Guard or call ii into active 
duty. Military direction is under 
the Adjutant General of Cali¬ 
fornia, and was the California 
National Guard prior to its in¬ 
duction into the regular army. 

"The State Guard is of special 
importance in California which is 
a vulnerable objective for attack 
by enemy force' from without or 
witb'n. I*? long co°st line <3 wlta, 
open, and its great aviation in¬ 
dustry produces 90 percent ot 
America’s fighting planes. 

"Any man in reasonably good 
physical condition, who is under 
65 years of age and is not sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of the se¬ 
lective service act or subject to 
call from the military reserves 
is eligible to join, providing he 
is a c.tizen of the United States. 
The State Guard operates only 
within the state and members 
cannot be called upon for duty 
outside the State, nor are they 
subject to call into Federal ser¬ 
vice. 

"Men in the Guard are taught 
the use of modern fire arms 
through indoor and outdoor prac¬ 
tice. Basic knowledge in the 
various elements of modern war¬ 
fare is also taught, including de¬ 
fense against chemical and aerial 
attacks, practical communication 
methoiis and first aid.

Los Angeles county’s federa. 
taxes on four "luxury” items - 
gasoline, tobacco, liquor and 
sugar gave the United States 
treasury during the past fiscal 
year a total of $41,478,224.27 or 
enough to pay for 1077 fast me¬ 
dium tanks to aid the national 
defense program. 

This estimate has been made 
by Mida’s Criterion, national pub¬ 
lication in the distilled spirits 
field, through a per capita 
analysis of federal tax collec¬ 
tions during the last fiscal year. 

Industrial organizations coop¬ 
erating in the study cited ex¬ 
amples to show the roles played 
by individual "luxury” items, 
heavily taxed both federally and 
by the states, in boosting the 
county’s federal tax payment. 
The county’s share on a per 
capita basis of federal liquor 
taxes which were recently raised 
for a second time since July, 
1940 — was $17,577,407.33. The 
county’s tobacco tax payment, 
according to a southern growers’ 
association, was $14,958,902.91 
placing that industry second 
only to liquor as a source of ex¬ 
cise revenue. 

The petroleum industry, whose 
tax revenue comes mostly from 
motorists, collected for the U.S. 
$7,354,097.52 in this country, and 
federal sugar taxes amounted to 
$1,587,816.51. 

From the country as a whole, 
these four categories netted the 
treasury a total of $1,935,852,981 


during the fiscal year’, according 
j to ’’.e Mid' teriou /-tudy.
